After the Action oty the Bormia, the Im- 
perialifts march’d with great Expedition to the little 
‘Town of Acqui: into which the Sieur du Clos, de- 
tach’d by the Duke of Vendome, had thrown himfelf. 
General Staremberg fummon’d him to furrender; but 
finding by his Anfwer he was refolv’d to make a 


brave Defence, he continued his March. The Sieur. 


du Clos follow’d theth, and finding a fair occafion, 
charg’d their Rear Guard, kil?'d 50 Men, and took 
as many Prifoners. The Duke of Vendome, being 
rejo,n'd by hie Army, purfaed the Enemy; but being 
inform’d ihey bad pafs’d the Beibo, and that it was 
impoviible to prevent their joyning the Duke of Savoy, 
he inarch’d towards to Troops com- 
manucd by the Grand Prior of France his Brother. 
According to the beft Advices, the Imperial Army 
coniited of 8500 Foot and 4500 Horfe when they 
pafs'd the Secchia; bur they have been diminith’d by 
the feveral Loffes they firffer’d, more than if they 
had ioft a Battle. At leait 3000 of them were taken 
Prifoners, and we are aflur'd as many were kill'd or 
died of their Wounds or of want of Neceffaries in 
their March. There were likewife taken from them 
1000 Wagons loaded with Bagsage arid Provifions, 
and gcoco Head of Cattle: All which Advantages 
coft the King’s Army but 200 Men kill’d, TheDuke 
of Vendome will fix bis Head Quarters at Alexan- 
dria, and has lent back’g000 Men into the Mode- 
neze, under the Comma:d of the Sieur de St. Fre- 
mont, who wil command on the Secchia, and the 
Count de Praflin ca rhe Mincio.
